Salonika, Feb. 11 — (UP)— Two 
strong 
detachments 
of 
Greek 


troops are hot in pursuit of 
the 


guerrilla force that shelled Salon- 
ika yesterday and may be able to 
bring them to battle today on the 
south shore of Lake Koronia, six 
miles east of Salonika. 


Col. Augustus J. Regnier, Provi- 


dence, R. I., an American military 
adviser with the Greek Army in 
the field, said the guerrillas were 
hemmed in among a line of ridges 
with their backs to the lake last 
night. 


It is possible the entire 
force 
may be captured sometime during 
the day unless they have escaped 
the trap by executing a successful 
night march, Regnier said. 
''If the guerrillas haven't pulled

mighty tough spot," Regnier said.
